specch at the White House Corres- 
pondents Association dinner 
should have dissipated it, There 
wae no humor jn the President's 
voice, There were light touches. 
Heo had grave words to say, and he. 
sald them gravely. 

That speech, coming hard on the 
heels of Congress’ approval of the, 
lend-lease bill, made our  polley 
clear as erystal--we are out to de- 
troy dictatorship, and the entire 
regources of thig nation will be 
spent freely to that end, He de- 
nounced the Nazin by name, He ac- 
eused them of seeking the destruc- 
tion of elective syaterna of govern« 
ment on Tvery continent, including 
ourown, He accused them of seek- 
inge to stir up controverates and to 
ercate disunion within all democra- 
eles, including our own, And he 
nojd that they would fail~ that the 
wonld<be conquererg will find that 
the foreen of democracy, Unough 
they move slowly, will in the end be 
supreme, 

That speech was obviously 
signed for more than American 
enrs. Immediately after it was 
made, it was broadcast to the far; 
corner of the world, In 14 different 
languages It went, by short wave, 
to Germany, to the occupied na- 
tions, to Africa, to South America. 
For this government feels, as do 
the British, that the moral effect 
of 160 per cent support of the de- 
ynocracies’ war is almost an im: 
portant in some ways aa will be 
iis material effeet. It je no seerct 
that Britain expects that revolts in 
the conquered nations will even- 
tually be a major factor contribul- 
ing to Hitler's collapse. The fact 
that the United States has actually 
intervened In the war, even though 
ag a non-belligerent, ia expected ta 
give new hope to the millions of 
people who now live ag virtual pri- 
gontrs af the nazt-fanciat syatent. 

Yt in algnifieant Uiat the Presi- 
dent had Iitle to say concerning 
the world after the war. The whole 
emphasis, here and in England, is 
now being placed upon victory. 
That dominates all official thinking 
and planning. There ia Iittle time 
for Macurston aboul the world or- 
dere of the future. ‘That must wal, 

Wighly important were the Pres- 
ident's words to Industry and Jabor. 
We definitely took the stand that 
many have wanted tim to take for 
months he sald that all must work 
hasder and loner, that all must 
expect smaller profite, He caid, in 
effect: that all munt sacrifice and 
that nothing will be permiltcd to 
ntand in the way of the swiftest 
gioanible consummation of the ald- 
to-theaiemocraclts program.

One of the most unusual dis.
